the gene for human clusterin. together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

20. (withdrawn, currently amended) A method of treating a cancer that expresses clusterin, 
comprising administering to an individual in need of treatment an RNA molecule having a Icngtli 
of less tha n 49 bases and having a sequence effective to mediate degradation or block translation 
of mRNA that is the transcriptional product of a target gene, wherein the target gene encodes 
clusterin, and the RNA molecule comprises a sequence of bases c omplementary to the gene for 
human clusterin . 

21. (withdrawn, currently amended) The method of claim 20, wherein the sequence of bases 
complementary to the g ene encoding human clusterin RNA molecul e has a length of 18 to 23 19 

nucleotides.
